Chicago-area man’s 
parents missing

GIGLIO, Italy A stricken Italian cruise liner 
shifted on its rocky resting place Monday 
as worsening weather disrupted an increas- 
ingly despairing hunt for survivors, and au- 
thorities raised their estimate of the num- 
ber missing to 29 people. 

As the Costa Concordia’s owners blamed 
their captain for veering shorewards on 
Friday in a “salute” to residents of a Tuscan 
island, the giant ship slid a little, threaten- 
ing to plunge its whole gigantic carcass and 
2,300 metric tons of fuel below the Medi- 
terranean waters of the surrounding nature 
reserve. 

The slippage forced rescuers to suspend 
for a few hours their efforts to find anyone 
still alive after three days in the capsized 
hull, resting on a jagged slope outside the 
picturesque harbor on the island of Giglio. 
Six bodies have been found. Most of the 
4,200 passengers and crew survived, de- 
spite hours of chaos. 

An Italian coast guard official told Re- 
uters late Monday that the number of peo- 


ple missing had been revised to 29 —25 pas- 
sengers and four members of staff— from 
16, showing how much uncertainty still 
surrounded the disaster. Another maritime 
official said later that 10 Germans were 
thought to be among the missing passen- 
gers. 

The ship, one of the biggest passenger 
vessels ever to be wrecked, foundered af- 
ter striking a rock just as dinner was being 
served Friday night. It quickly rolled on its 
side, revealing a long gouge below the wa- 
terline. 

Firefighters spokesman Luca Cari said 
there were still small movements of the ves- 
sel but they were not considered dangerous. 
However, searches were suspended over- 
night and would resume at daybreak. 

Another senior firefighter, Luciano Ron- 


calli, told Reuters that all the unsubmerged 
areas of the liner had been searched, indi- 
cating faint hopes of finding more survivors 
in the flooded and upturned maze of luxuri- 
ous state rooms and tennis courts, bars and 
spas that are now submerged beneath the 
sea. 

Environment Minister Corrado Clini 
said he would declare a state of emergency 
because of the risk that the ship’s fuel would 
leak into the pristine Tuscan Archipelago 
National Park. No fuel spillage has been de- 
tected so far, he said on an Italian TV show 

Should rougher seas dislodge the wreck 
and cause it to sink or break up, that could 
scupper any hopes for the owners, a unit of 
Florida’s Carnival Corp., of salvaging a liner 
which cost hundreds of millions of dollars 
to build just six years ago.

Lake, Minn., north of St. Paul. 

“We are waiting patiently for the rescuers 
to safely try to find our parents,” John Heil, 
42, said in the statement. “Our prayers and 
thoughts are with our parents, those others 
that are still missing and their families, and 
the brave rescuers. We are working closely 
with the U.S. Embassy in Italy and are confi- 
dent that everything is being done to find our 
parents.”

CTA signals turn 
toward efficiency 


'ITiis could be the end 
of the whine for some 
CTA riders. 

The CTA board 
approved contracts 
last week for consul- 
tants to evaluate the 
current set of CTA 
schedules to deter- 
mine if the agency is 
operating as effi- 
ciently and (airly as it 
could be. 

'rhe CTA says it 
evaluates schedules 
throughout the year and makes changes 
based on seasonal trends. But CTA Presi- 
dent Forrest Claypool said researchers with 
Northwestern and Navigant, a Chicago- 
based business consulting firm, will start 
from scratch in assessing transit operations* 
'I'heir contracts are not to exceed $310,000. 

Claypool said this move does not mean 
service cuts are in the near fiiture. Still, CIA 
management and the unions have to come 
to an agreement soon on proposed worker 
concessions or service cuts will be a possibil- 
ity for this year. 

Claypool said the researchers will primar- 
ily crunch data to determine where the CIA 
can improve efficiency 

Data is a good way to learn about problems 
associated with certain bus routes, such as 
the No* 66-Chicago buses, which suffer from 
overcrowding. An even better way is to take 
these buses in rush hour and see where the 
problems occur. 

On Chicago Avenue, the No, 66 slows as it 
makes its way through downtown because of 
car traffic and foot traffic from riders trans- 
ferring to and from the Red and Brown lines* 


'I'he frequent stopping by the No. 66 leads to 
bus bunching and gaps in service, making it 
one of the CTAs most problematic lines. 

Other areas the researchers should evalu- 
ate, hopefully in-person and not just from a 
computer screen: 

» Train overcrowding: Every year the Cubs 
and Sox play baseball, and every year the 
Red Line trains become unbearable before 
and aftergames. Surely there is a fix for this. 
Other hot spots for overcrowding: rush-hour 
trains and Blue and Orange line trains to the 
airports during the summer. 

■ Return of express buses: A bus rapid 
transit pilot along Jeffery Boulevard is set to 
begin this year. These buses are supposed to 
have priority at traffic lights and bus-only 
lanes* 

In the meantime, the researchers may want 
to look at how much it would cost to bring 
back some or all of the nine express bus routes 
shuttered during service cuts in 2010. It may 
help shift some of the crowding on the trains 
to the buses and end some of the whining.

Vet the bus system, which covers 
nearly 2,000 miles and more than 11,000 stops, 
is not as efficient as the train system. 

'llie Cl'A faces obstacles with construction, 
overcrowding, traffic and service cuts based on 
its budget. 

lliere are few bus-only lanes in the city 
so buses jockey with cars for space on overly 
crowded streets. Traffic is unavoitlablc. So 


is construction. Detours for construction, 
especially in the summer, mean longer trips and 
more confusion for riders. Sometimes even the 
bus drivers are confused by the new routes. 

CTA riders also face challenges. 

Unlike at train stations, there are no heat 
lamps at bus stops. And a schedule can change 
at any minute whether it’s the CTA’s fault (poor 
scheduling leading to bus bunching) or not (a 
driver waiting at a green Hght as riders fumble 
for fare). 

The future is unclear as well. Since I started 
this project, the CTA has cut bus service by 
18 percent while rail service was reduced by 
9 percent. Express bus routes have been shut- 
tered. In response, bus riders have become rail 
riders. 

On the upside, the CTA and the city have 
devised plans to start express service along 
busy corridors such as Western Avenue. These 
pbns include bus -only lanes and traffic signal 
priorities. Express buses could shave minutes 
off travel time, the CTA says. 

I look forward to this becoming reality. Be- 
cause for more than 2V2 years, my reality could 
be a show called “My Slow- Called Life.”

The Chicago Teachers Union and community groups 
fighting Chicago Public Schools’ efforts to close down 
or turn around failing schools marked the Martin T.u- 
ther King Jr. holiday with protests on the West and 
Southwest sides. 

Nearly 400 teachers, parents and education ac- 
tivists marched to Marquette Park from Marquette 
Elementary School, which is slated to be taken over 
this year by the nonprofit Academy for Urban School 
Leadership in a proposed “turnaround,” a process in 
which all school staff are replaced with new teachers 
and administrators. 

In 1966, Kir^ marched through JVlarquette Park 
to protest housing segregation. On Monday protest- 
ers held their march to fight for what CTU President 
Karen Xxwis called “education justice.” 

“What weVc seeing is our neighborhood schools 
being starved, and schools on an upward trend being 
snatched for a turnaround,” Lewis said, “'[’here’s new 
political change in the city but we’re going back to the 
old way of doing things.” 

ITie CTU and community groups fighting against 
school closings maintain the district should be invest- 
ing resources into underperforming neighborhood 
schools, rather than closing them down or firing staff 
and bringing in a private organi station to run a school 
under the turnaround model. 

“If they have the money, why don’t they just put 
that money into resources that we’re asking for, in- 
stead of bringing the turnaround?” said Kim Hemp- 
hill, a parent at Ilerzl School, which is also slated for 
a takeover. 

Hemphill said ITerzl staff should be allowed to re- 
main because a new principal and newly hired teach- 
ers have helped raise student scores this past year. 


Ilerzl and Aiarquette are among 10 schools CPS 
has marked for turnaround this year, the largest 
number of schools targeted for staff overhaul at one 
time to date. Another seven schools are proposed for 
closing. 


CPS spokeswoman Becky Carroll said the district 
proposed the closings and turnarounds because with 
only 57 percent of students graduating from high 
school, “we must take action now to provide them 
%vith access to higher performing schools.”

Bye bye. Barbie? 


Iranian shops selling 
doll despite crackdown 

D TEHRAN Iran’s morality police are 
cracking down on the sale of Barbie 
dolls to protect the public from what 
they see as pernicious Western cul- 
ture eroding Islamic values, shop- 
keepers said Monday 

As the West imposes the 
toughest ever sanctions on 
Iran and tensions rise over 
its nuclear program, 
the Barbie ban is part 
of what the govern- 
ment calls a “soft war” 
against decadent cul- 
tural influences. 

‘About three weeks 
ago they {the morality po- 
lice] came to our shop, asking us 
to remove all the Barbies,” said 
a shopkeeper in a toy shop in 
northern Tehran. 

Iran’s religious rulers first 
declared Barbie un-Islam- 
ic in 1996, citing its “de- 
structive cultural and 
social consequences.” 

Despite the ban, the 
doll has until recently 


been openly on sale in Tehran shops. 

The new order, issued around three weeks 
ago, forced shopkeepers to hide the leggy 
busty blonde behind other toys as a way of 
meeting popular demand for the dolls 
while avoiding being closed down by 
the police. 

A range of officially approved 
dolls launched in 2002 to counter de- 
mand for Barbie have not proved 
successful, merchants told Re- 
uters. The dolls named Sara, 
a female, and Dara, a male, 
arrived in shops wearing a 
variety of traditional dress. 
“My daughter prefers 
Barbies. She says Sara and 
Dara are ugly and fat,” 
said Farnaz, a 3 8 -year-old 
mother. 

Pointing to a doll 
covered in black long 
veil, a 40 -year-old 
Tehran toy shop man- 
ager said: “We still sell 
Barbies but secretly 
and put these in the 
window to make the 
police think we are 
just selling these 
kinds of dolls.”
